On the same evening, former West Lancs Mayor 
Iain Ashcroft is to be given the title of Honorary 
Alderman of the Borough, in recognition of the 
‘eminent services’ he has rendered to the Council, 
during the 21 years in which he was a member of 
West Lancashire Borough Council. 

Skelmersdale Junior Football League has been 
running for children in the community since 1972. 

The league is run by volunteers and is affiliated to 
the Liverpool County Football Association.

Joe, 85, told the Champion: “The lads on the com- 
mittee of the Junior League put me forward for the 
honour and it took me by surprise. My family and I 
are very pleased with the recognition. 

“I have been involved with the Junior League for 
45 years and 30 of them as chairman. The league 
started in 1972. I got involved in 1974 as a man- 
ager, then joined the committee, and became the 
chairman. I do it for the youth of Skelmersdale. 

“The league has many good managers who look 
after the youngsters and train them. But it has been 
so difficult over the last 18 months at the height of 
the pandemic - however, in the last few weeks more 
than 1,000 kids have started playing football again 
regularly. 

“Today we have some excellent facilities, but for 
years we had a tin hut.” 

Following the ceremony today (Wednesday) Joe 
and his family planned a celebration at the Tanner 
pub in Skelmersdale where he could be congratu- 
lated on his achievements.

The Derby Street railway bridge 


Objections mount 
to Derby Street 
bridge decision 


A PETITION launched by political party Our 
West Lancashire calling on Lancashire 
County Council to reconsider its decision, 
based solely on computer modelling, to 
reduce traffic to a single lane on the Derby 
Street railway bridge in Ormskirk, has 
already received more than 500 signatures. 

The petition calls on Lancashire County 
Council to carry out a formal trial of one 
lane operation on Derby Street Railway 
bridge before making the planned perman- 
ent change. 

At the end of September The Champion 
reported how borough councillors were 
critical of the authority’s decision. 

The county council has said, “traffic mod- 
elling is a tried and tested method of 
evaluating how changes to the design of a 
road will affect traffic.” 

They have gone onto say: “Due to minor 
delays in processing the listed building 
consent and agreeing access to Network 
Rail property, the works to strengthen the 
bridge and change the layout are now anti- 
cipated to start in January 2022 rather 
than in November 2021 as was originally 
planned.” 

However, Our West Lancashire does not 
agree, and they are urging people to sign 
their petition.

A spokesperson for Our West Lancashire, 
said: “Given the widespread local concern 
that this decision has generated, we urge 
Lancashire County Council to undertake a 
simple trial for a fixed period before spend- 
ing huge sums to impose a permanent 
change that could cause the congestion 
nightmare many residents fear. 

They also wrote on their site: “Lan- 
cashire County Council seem determined 
to steam roller over the concerns of Orm- 
skirk residents and reduce Derby Street 
railway bridge to a single lane. 

“The Lancashire County Council decision 
is based on computer modelling alone. 
This petition calls for an official trial run. 
A short trial would be a cheap and easy 
way to gauge precisely what the impact 
will be. 

“Councillors from all parties are in agree- 
ment that a trial run is the best way to go.”

New look for 
public square

WORKS to improve Wheatsheaf Walk, in 
Ormskirk and create an improved public square 
for residents, businesses and visitors are now 
complete. 

Representatives from Historic England and elec- 
ted members from West Lancashire Borough 
Council attended the official opening ceremony on 
Tuesday (October 5) conducted by the Mayor of 
West Lancashire, Councillor Gordon Johnson. 

Council chiefs say the works have been delivered 
to a “very high standard using quality materials, 
helping to create an entrance to Ormskirk to be 
proud of.” 

They added that the works have been “sensit- 
ively designed” to enhance the town centre 
conservation area and “respect the significance” of 
the site which was once a stop on the historic Liv- 
erpool to Preston coaching route, and housed the 
former Wheatsheaf Hotel which hosted the Court 
Leet which ran the town’s affairs. 

The council said the works have “significantly 
enhanced” the Wheatsheaf stone motif which now 
has pride of place at the entrance to Burscough 
Street. 

Councillor Ian Moran, leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council and cabinet member for eco- 
nomic regeneration, said: “This is a fantastic 
scheme and is a real sign of confidence in Orm- 
skirk as a destination. The completion of this work

has come at a really important time for the recov- 
ery of Ormskirk town centre. 

“We are pleased to note the new benches are 
already being well-used in this very attractive pub- 
lic square and we have received positive feedback 
regarding the scheme. In particular, the new light- 
ing has proved popular, helping to illuminate the 
square.” 

This work is part of Ormskirk’s High Street Herit- 
age Action Zone with the majority of the funding 
coming from Historic England. 

The High Street HAZ programme aims to unlock 
the potential of high streets fuelling economic, cul- 
tural and social recovery. This is the first of a 
number of HAZ schemes planned for Ormskirk 


which are all aimed at using heritage and culture 
to enhance the high street. 

Chris Mayes from Historic England, added: “We 
are very proud to have worked with West Lan- 
cashire to support this great scheme. 

“We are really impressed with the quality of the 
overall finish and are pleased our funding has 
helped to provide quality materials unique to 
Ormskirk and has really helped to enhance the his- 
toric context of the area.” 

Due to issues in the supply chain the works ran 
on slightly longer than anticipated and the council 
want to thank local businesses and members of 
the public for their continued support and 
patience. 


Bungling thieves were caught stealing 
copper wire from their own employer 


A SCRAP merchant in

imprisonment suspended for 


Skelmersdale told a South- 
port firm that their own 
employees were stealing cop- 
per wire from them, leading 
to an investigation that 
revealed thousands of 
pounds’ worth had been 
taken. 

Cooperheat only learnt 
what had been happening 
after one of the men told the 
scrap merchant where it 
came from! 

Jason Devine told them 
“that he could get as much 
wire ‘as the scrap yard was 
prepared to buy” said Ken 
Grant, prosecuting. But 
Skelmersdale-based Xmet 
Metals Ltd contacted Cooper-

heat and an investigation got 
underway. It was found that 
Devine had been acting alone 
and although the amount he 
had ‘weighed in’ could not be 
quantified he admitted he 
had received £303 for it. 
When interviewed by his 
employers he admitted steal- 
ing copper wire saying he had 
taken four cables on one 
occasion. Confronted with 
GPS tracking evidence from 
his company van showing he 
had gone to the scrap yard 
three times he told how he 
had only sold personal metal 


sions. However he was aware 
that numerous other employ- 
ees had also been involved in 
the theft of copper wire from 
the company,” said Mr Grant. 
This led to four other 
employees, Michael Fletcher, 
Martin Hazzard, Gregory 
Simons and Michael Holness 
being interviewed by man- 
agement and they all fully 
admitted working together as 
part of a larger theft of copper 
wire, separate from Devine. 
All five men have now 
appeared at Liverpool Crown 
Court admitting theft from 
Cooperheat, based at the 
Slaidburn Industrial Estate in 
Southport. Devine admitted 


worth of copper wire and the 
other four admitted their 
involvement in stealing 
£12,772 worth. 

Mr Grant said that amount 
had been paid by Calderb- 
anks Metals Ltd to Hazard, 
40, who had opened an 
account with them last year, 
for wire sold in 14 transac- 
tions. 

Fletcher, 46, of Guildford 
Road, Birkdale; Simons, 35, 
of Bridge Street, Southport, 
Hazzard, of Chestnut 
Avenue, Immingham, Lin- 
colnshire and Holness, 36, a 
dad-of-two, of Woodlands 
Avenue, Immingham, were 
all sentenced to six months 


two years. 

They were all also ordered 
to each pay £2,000 compens- 
ation and to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work and 10 
days rehabilitation activities. 

Devine, 43, of Eversley, 
Tanhouse, Skelmersdale, was 
given a 12 month community 
sentence and ordered to 
carry out 150 hours unpaid 
work and 10 days rehabilita- 
tion activities. He has to pay 
£300 compensation. 

The judge, Recorder Imran 
Sharfi, QC, told them, “This is 
a serious breach of trust, 
stealing from your own 
employer, someone who trus- 
ted you.”

THE government has been called on 
by West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper 
to reward service personnel who took 
part in the evacuation of Afghanistan 
with medals. 

More than 1,000 UK personnel took 
part in Operation Pitting, which airlif- 
ted 15,000 people fleeing oppression 
and persecution to safety as the country 
fell to the Taliban. 

The mission was the largest of its kind 
since the Second World War and Labour 
has said that this ‘astonishing feat’ 
deserves formal recognition. 

Shadow Armed Forces Minister 
Stephen Morgan has written to the 
Defence Secretary to urge him to hon- 
our service personnel with medals. 

Under existing criteria, troops would

not receive medals as the mission did 
not meet the 30-days continuous ser- 
vice for which they are awarded. 
Labour has dismissed this as an ‘arbit- 


rary timeframe’ and said that the 
criteria for medallic recognition needed 
to shift to reflect the changing nature of 
conflicts that our armed forces are 
involved in. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper 
added: “Providing sanctuary to those 
Afghans who have served alongside and 
supported the British presence in Afgh- 
anistan was a moral responsibility but 
the scale of the operation undertaken 
by our forces was incredible and should 
rightly be honoured. 

“The government must find a way to 
ensure this effort is recognised and I am 
pleased to support the Shadow Forces 
Minister’s approach to the Defence Sec- 
retary urging him to honour service 
personnel with medals.”

Back at Bickerstaffe School 


Talented young 
teacher returns 
to the school 
where he trained 


Bickerstaffe C.E. Primary School are over the 
moon with its newest teaching recruit, Mr. 
Tom Chandley, for reasons more than him 
being a wonderfully talented young teacher. 
The primary school is rooted in a long and 
illustrious history that has stemmed over 
one hundred and seventy-five years, and 
its community is part of the school’s DNA. 
Born and educated locally, Tom’s journey 
into teaching, followed by him successfully 
gaining a teaching position at Bickerstaffe 
School, is a story of success to celebrate.

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Health bosses say ‘4 in 
5’ adults in Lancashire 
now fully vaccinated

HEALTH chiefs in the county have said 
Lancashire is “leading the way” with its Covid- 
19 vaccination programme, and have said 
almost four in five adults are now fully 
vaccinated. 

In England, 37,369,865 people aged over 18 
have received both doses of the vaccine, accord- 
ing to NHS data up to Thursday, September 28, 
equating to 75.4% of the 18+ population. 

Across the Lancashire County Council area, 
78.3% of residents aged 18+ are now double 
jabbed. 

This does not include more than 6,500 children 
and young adults who are clinically extremely vulner- 
able who have received two doses of a Covid-19 
vaccine. 

Lancashire is also “ahead of the pack” when it comes 
to first doses, with 85.4% of eligible residents protected 
with at least one dose, compared to 82.6% nationally. 

This includes the thousands of 16 and 17-year-olds 
who have now received protection from the Covid vac- 
cine, with Lancashire seeing a stronger uptake than 
many North West areas. 

County Councillor Michael Green, cabinet member 
for health and wellbeing, has thanked the people of 
Lancashire for doing their part to keep everyone safe, 
and has urged eligible residents who aren't double 
jabbed to get fully vaccinated as soon as possible. 

Cllr Green said: “The uptake of the vaccine in Lan- 
cashire has been fantastic, and it’s brilliant to see us 
punching above the national average. 

“Thank you for everyone has come forward and sup- 
ported this massive undertaking. 

“I would like to thank the NHS staff and volunteers

for their incredible efforts 
in delivering our vaccina- 
tion programme. 

“The vaccination pro- 
gramme in Lancashire 
has been a resounding 
success, particularly 
when compared to other 
vaccination programmes, 
but there is always more 
work to do. 

“If you are eligible but 
not yet had your jab, you 
have not missed your 
chance. For those who 
may be hesitant, please 
head down to your local 
vaccination site and speak to staff who will be happy to 
discuss those with you. 

“Tt is so important that we maintain the momentum 
because Covid has shown us time and time again that 
you cannot count it down and out. 

“We must push on so please make don’t put it off any 
longer and get vaccinated so that we can keep Lan- 
cashire safe.” 

Attention in Lancashire is now shifting to the booster 
programme, which will provide a third jab for some of 
the most vulnerable people in the county. 

Dr Sakthi Karunanithi, director of Public Health for 
Lancashire County Council, said: “The decision to offer 
Covid-19 vaccinations to all 12-15-year-olds is also 
good news for the children of Lancashire. 

“Taking this action will reduce the number of children 
whoare suffering from Covid-19 at home, but who may 
not require hospital admission. Crucially, it will also 
help to reduce transmission in our schools, minimising 
the disruption to our children's education and the lives 
of the families.”

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Cricket academy a 
hit with youngsters 


in its very first year 


Project has exceeded 
expectations with 

more than 400 hours 
of coaching delivered 


Report by Henry James 


MORE than 400 hours of 
cricket coaching activities 
were given to young players 
at the Chorley and West 
Lancs Cricket Academy in its 
first year of operation deliv- 
ering. 

The academy is a ‘not for profit’ organisation set 
up by Mawdesley Cricket Club in 2020 to provide 
affordable high quality coaching to aspiring junior 
cricketers from the ages of eight to 17. 

Despite disruption caused by Covid which resul- 
ted in the closure of school sports halls, more than 
300 youngsters have taken part in activities since 
the Academy started its work in October 2020. 

Martin Trengove, the chair of the Academy, said: 
“The first year has gone really well and exceeded 
our expectations and the feedback we have had 
back from the youngsters and parents has been so 
very positive. 

“As well as all the benefits that the Academy’s 
coaches have provided to the children that have 
taken part, we have also been able to make signific- 
ant financial contributions to both clubs and 
organisations involved in running grassroots junior 
cricket in the area.” 

As well as delivering an indoor Winter Develop-

ment Coaching Programme, the academy ran seven 
outdoor camps at cricket clubs in the Chorley and 
West Lancs areas over the summer. 

The Academy was able to provide more than 
£2,000 back to the local cricket clubs who hosted 
summer camps and also an additional £700 in total 
was donated to the Cricket Development Groups in 
the Chorley and West Lancashire areas to help them 
run their 2021 District Cricket programmes. 

The first of its Winter Coaching Camps will be run 
over the October half term holidays at St Bede’s in 
Ormskirk from October 25 to 27. 

A pre-Christmas Winter Developing Coaching 
programme starts in mid-November and runs for 
six weeks up to Christmas on Saturday afternoons. 

For younger children just starting the sport, as 
well as for girls wanting to start playing, a soft ball 
starter group will be held at Bishop Rawstorne 
School in Croston on a Friday evening.

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Questions to ask a

Are they a member of any professional 
associations. To ensure high standards, 
ask if they’re registered with an organisation 
that monitors standards and has a code of 
practice, like the NAFD or SAIF. 


What’s included, and what costs 

extra. Ask for a quote that has a 
breakdown of the services included, so 
you can make a balanced judgement 
before the final invoice arrives. Remember, 
you may need to also consider additional 
costs for things like the wake and flowers, 
and any memorial. 


Organising a wake 


Which services you have a choice 
about. A funeral director can organise 
some or all of a funeral. So if you want to 
source the coffin, or arrange your own 
transport, check how flexible they can be. 


How your loved one will be cared 

for. Not all funeral directors offer the same 
facilities, so you may want to ask how they 
will look after the body until the funeral. 


Ask about the bill. Do they need a 
deposit, and when will the full payment 
need to be made? You might want to also 
ask if it’s possible to pay by instalments, if 
money from the estate isn’t available when 
the invoice arrives. If you need help with 
paying for a funeral, you can check your 
eligibility for a Funeral Expenses Payment. 


When arranging a funeral, you may want to consider having a get together afterwards, 
where friends and family can gather to remember and celebrate the life of your loved 
one. A wake is the name given to the social gathering that generally happens after the 
formal funeral proceedings have taken place. Less formal than the service, they offer a 
place for the bereaved to gather, share stories of a loved one, and celebrate their life. 


A wake can be a private gathering for close family, or something more public for the 
wider community. You can hold it anywhere you want, just keep in mind how many 


people will be attending. Some common wake venues include: 


- Your own home or another family member’s home 


- Church halls 

- Community centre or village hall 
- Pubs or restaurants 

- Social clubs 

- Sport clubs 

- Hotels 


Make sure you book the venue in advance. You may 
need to visit the venue before the wake if you wish to 


decorate it with flowers or photographs.

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New inaugural event - 
was a hit! think of it 
as MotorFest-on-Sea 


NORMALLY if a car was running at 
boiling point and completely out of puff 
at 23mph, I’d pour it a cup of Lemsip 
and tell it to take the day off. 

Not only that, but the two-seater I was in 
last weekend had no working indicators, no 
seatbelts and shuddered so abruptly that you 
could actually see its windscreen frame shaking 
in its mountings every time it juddered to a halt. 
Yet I didnt mind a bit of it, because during the 
parades at Southport’s Classic and Speed it was 
the star of the show. 

This new event - think of it as MotorFest-on- 
Sea, because it’s courtesy of the same chaps who 
came up with a certain event in Ormskirk - had 
a particularly good showing of pre-war cars, but 
the 1899 Hurtu that I hitched a ride in for the 
evening parades was easily the oldest of the lot. 
One of France’s earliest motoring endeavours, it’s 
equipped with a single-cylinder Benz engine that’s 
good for three-and-a-bit horsepower, channelled 
through just two gears (and that doesn’t include 
reverse, so you get out and push it). 

According to custodian, Bernard Williamson, 
it’s supposed to run at boiling point - which 
means that you'll normally eke 25 miles out 
of it before it needs to pull over for a breather, 


but with the cool October air last weekend it 
easily managed a few laps of Lord Street and the 
Promenade. 

This veteran car’s easygoing pace meant 
that we inevitably ended up chatting to quite 
a few of you watching the parades from the 
pavements - and the overwhelming verdict was 
that you absolutely loved it, although a couple 
of you wish that Lord Street had been closed 
off altogether for the demonstration runs. Youd 
like to see Classic and Speed make a comeback 
next year — and the good news is that it almost 
certainly will, because Aintree Circuit Club’s 
already working on plans to bring it back, albeit 
slightly earlier, in September. 

Just about the only change I would have 
made would be to make the parades earlier in 
the afternoon, so that more of the public could 
see these wonderful old cars in action, but 
otherwise I reckon this inaugural event was a 
hit. The free-to-attend format and the sheer 
variety of classics on display, with more than 
200 cars going on show, made it a winner with 
everyone that I spoke to, and for me the thing 
that elevated it above Ormskirk’s MotorFest was 
its brilliant display of veteran and vintage cars, 
right by the front gate. The event’s official Car 
of the Show winner, a 1914 Rolls-Royce Silver 
Ghost, was one of those cars that stopped you in 
your tracks. 

Fingers crossed that Classic and Speed does 
make a comeback next year. If it does, I'd 
suggest that the Hurtu sets off for it nice and 
early...
